And this is how the loan sharks found the | 
pretty flat in Forty-fourth street and took 
possession of the little boy as soon as he was 
born. His father is a United States govern- 
ment employé and gets a salary of $100 a 
month. This was quite ¢nough for the young 
couple when they married. But a few 
months after the wedding the husband, while 
going about his business, was caught in a 
railway wreck and badly injured. He was. 
brought back to Chicago and sent to a hos- 
pital, where he lay many months before he 
was able to stand. His salary stopped when 
he could work no longer, and the little wife 
had to draw on her husband’s mite of savings 
for her support. 

Then one day the husband came out of the 
hospital and came home to find a baby boy 
to greet him. Now the father had heavier 
cares then ever. He didn’t tell his wife that 
the hospital bill and the doctor's bill 
amounted to more than $700. She was too 
frail to hear of such things, and so the little 
boy’s father set about paying the debt secret- 
ly out of his salary. But soon the creditors 
became more pressing. The little family 
was all alone in the city with no relatives or 
‘friends to turn to. And so the loan sharks 
were thought of. 

Eat Up All There Is. 

From one lender the little boy’s father 
got $50 and $50 from another, and so on, until 
he had borrowed $350. He wiped out the 
hospital bill, but now he had to pay out $35 
each month in interest to the loan sharks. 
His furniture and all his possessions were 
mortgaged to the lenders, who declared they 
would take away his home if he fell behind 
on his interest. even for one payment.

This denunciation of Chicago employment 
agencies was made at the Chicago Woman's 
club yesterday by Miss Frances Kellor, who 
is in Chicago investigating conditions and | 
methods of employment agencies, after wag- 
ing a bitter crusade against agenciesin Phil- 
adelphia and New York. The speaker urged 
as a remedy the establishment of a central 
agency combining a training school and a 
research department for the study of house- 
hold problems.’ She declared that the laws 
of Illinois are inadequate to cope with abusés 
cnd asserted that the free employment agen- 
cles are Httle better than the privately con- 
ducted concerns. 

‘Says Agencies Teach Tricks. 

“Many of the employment agencies in 
Chicago—particularly those for the men,” 
the speaker declared, “ are over saloons and 
gambling houses or in tenements. They get 
a fee from a girl far securing a place for 
her and, at the same time, collect from the 
housekeeper. After a short period they send 
for the girl and offer to get her another place 
with higher wages if she will leave. 

“This means that the employment agency 
collects another fee. I know of one girl who 
was sent to ten places within one year. * 


Mrs. Norton urged that men do not know 
how to build perfect homes, and that women, 


with payments of $30 a month, could have wiped 


out the principal within a twelvemonth.

Big Plants at Pullman and Deer- 
ing to Close Today. 


IDLE IN SOUTH CHICAGO. 


Steel Mills, Employing 4,200, Shut 
for Repairs.” 


The employés.of the Pullman company 
and at the Deéring division of the Interna- 
tional Harvester company were given un- 
welcome news yesterday. ‘They were in- 
formed that today the plants will be closed 
until next week. This will throw 14,000 men 
out of work during that time, and they do 
not enjoy the Christmas gift. 


There has been a feeling of unrest both at 


Deering and Pullman. The organized work- 
ers fear that both companies are preparing 
to declare war on labor unions.. Although 
they have been informed that the shutdowns 
are only to clean the plants, they refuse to 
take that view of the matter and profess to 
believe that many will find themselves out 
of work when operations are resumed. 


Mills Close at South Chicago. 


The plants of the United States Steel cor- | 
poration at South Chicago were closed for | 
an indefinite period at 11 o’clock Jast night 
and 4,200 men were thrown out of work. Ma- . 
chinery came to a standstill and work was

Only the heroism of Baggagemaster Thom- 
as J. Baum prevented another frightful dis- 
aster. Knowing that the west bound No. 4 
was coming directly toward the wrecked 
train he ran ahead to prevent, if possible, the 
added horror of a swiftly moving train crash- 
ing into the ruins of a wreck which held im- 
prisoned scores of wounded. 

He had no lantern, only a box of matches, 
and nothing with which to make a signal. 
Tearing his coat from his back he soon had it 
blazing, but only just in time. When the 
west bound express was brought to a stop 
it was within 100 feet of the curve behind 
which was the mass of wreckage. 

Making Up Lost Time. 

The special, which was bound for New 
York, left here at 6:30 o'clock and was mak~ 
ing up lost time. By the time it reached 
Laurel Run it was going at sixty miles an 
hour. 

Freight Drops Timber on Track. 

The wreck was caused by the breaking of 
the castings on a carload of bridge timbers 
on a westbound freight train which had 
passed Laurel Run not more than fifteen 
minutes before the passenger train. The 
wreck occurred on a curve, and it was im- 
possible for Engineer Thorniey to see far 
enough ahead to detect the obstruction on 

The big Atlantic type engine plunged into 
the timbers at a velocity of sixty miles an 
hour. The engine plowed into the embank- 
ment, and the baggage and express cars 
were thrown into the Youghiogheny river. 
The smoker followed the engine and landed 
squarely on top of it. This allowed the es- 
caping steam from the engine to fill the car. 
The smoker was packed to its utmost Ga- 
pacity, and all the passengers were cooked 
alive. 


Roast to Death in Smoker. : 

Most of the killed were foreigners who were 
literally roasted to death, the baggage 
and smoker telescoping the engine and 
immediately catching fire. The bodies of 
many of them are lying burned to a crisp in 
the baggage room of the Baltimore and Ohio 
depot, to be removed later to the different

Identification of Dead Difficult. 
The dead bodies are now all in the morgue | 
at midnight, piled up in a grewsome mass. 
‘Whe bodies are in an indescribable tangle, 
and it is impossible at this time to pursue 
the work of identification with any success. 

Most of the bodies are burned until they are 
unrecognizable. 

It is presumed that many of the dead be- 
long in Connellsville. 
' So disfigured are the faces that they would 
be passed by as unknown by even their near- 
est relatives. The clothing of many has 
been searched for some identification, but 
this means has not proved fruitful. 

The work of preparing the dead bodies for 
identification and subsequent burial will 
commence at once. 

Official Version of Affair.

The official announcement is made that 
Gen. Elliott, commandant of the marine 
corps, will go to the isthmus, as the admin- 
istration wishes him to make a thorough 
inspection of conditions there both from a 
military and sanitary standpoint. The Dixie 
will also’ carry a number of rapid fire guns. 


Dixie to Sail on Monday. 

It is expected the Dixie will sail from 
Philadelphia on Monday. A long cablegram 
was prepared for Rear Admiral Glass today 
under the personal supervision of Secretary 
Moody. It was largely one of inquiry as to 
conditions on the isthmus and the probable 
need for more marines. On Rear Admiral 
Glass’ reply will depend to some extent the 
departure of the two additional battalions. 

The note of Gen. Reyes to the state depart- 
ment, although not yet filed, is nearing com- 
pletion.

Permanent Tariff Act Unlikely.

HAVANA, Dec. 23.—The passage of a per- 
manent tariff act at present has become alto+ 
gether improbable, as it is not expected that a , 
quorum can be maintained in the house of 
representatives longer than the first week in 
January. A new bill has therefore been in- 
troduced in the senate providing, as a tem- 
porary measure, for a straight increase in 
duties sufficient to offset the loss of revenue 
under the operation of the reciprocity treaty 
between Cuba and the United States. This 
measure is likely to be enforced until the 
new congress passes a permanent tariff bill.

The effort to get it, how- 
ever, failed. Charges against the incumbent, 
William P.- Williams, were investigated by 
Secretary Shaw, who exonerated the sub- 
treasurer and refused to remove him. 


Pick Out Appraisership. 

“ The position of government appraiser be- 
ing the next best job available, Mr. Hoy’s 
friends, including the senator, turned their 
attention to obtaining it. The result is the 
unofficial report from Washington that Gen. 
Thomas, the present appraiser, is about to be 
ousted. 

“It appears that in August the plans to get 
him out and Mr. Hcy in were laid before Sec- 
retary Shaw.

of the institution.” 


Gen. Thomas Is Reticent. 

Beyond saying that he knew of the efforts 
that were being made to effect his removal, 
Gen. Thomas refused yesterday to discuss the 
matter. He was at his desk in the govern- 
ment building, 157 Harrison street, and dur- 
ing the day received many messages, some 
offering him support and others inquiring as 
to the truth of the story thata fight was being 
made on him. 

**I do not. care to discuss the matter now,”’ 
he said. ‘‘ I have served my country both in 
peace and in war. I prefer to wait further 
developments, but later I probably will have 
something to say that will be of some in- 
terest.” 

Hopkins Home Today.

WIFE’S DEVOTION OPENS. JAIL. 


Roosevelt Pardons Convicted President 
of a Kansas City National 
Bank. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 23.—[{Special)—- 
President Roosevelt today pardoned D. V. 
Reiger, former president of the Missouri Na- 
tional Bank of Kansas City, who was con- 
victed in 1899 of misapplying certain funds 
of that bank. 

Mrs. Reiger, his wife, left with the pardon 
yesterday morning, twenty-four hours be- 
fore the announcement was made. She was 
an actress when Reiger married her. When 
her husband was convicted she began work- 
ing to get him pardoned. She brought to 
President Roosevelt a petition asking for 
clemency, signed by practically every presi- 
dent of a national bank in the United States.

BONDSMAN CHARGED WITH FIL- 
ING FORGED TITLES. -. 


James McVeigh, Who Operates in Sev- 
eral Police Courts, Wanted on Ac- 
cusations Made by J. B. Hogue, 
Whose Real Estate, Valued at $200,- 

' 000, Is Said to Be Clouded with 
Spurious Transfers—Warrantse Oat 
. Also for D. J. Kalbfieisch. 


Extensive forgeries of deeds to real estate, 
which could then be used as security for 
‘straw bonds, are charged against James 
McVeigh, 460 North Clark street. 

MeVeigh, it is stated by H. J. Lewis of the 
state’s attorney's office, has been an active 
straw bondsman for the last six months. 
The properties named in the forged instru- 
ments belong to James B. Hogue, a real 
estate dealer living at 191° North Ridgeway 
avenue. 

The forgeries were discovered by Mr. 
Hogue by reading in the daily papers of one 
of the transfers. He promptly swore out 
warrants in the court of Justice Hamburgher 
for the arrest of McVeigh and D. J. Kalb- 
fleisch, 226 West Monroe street, on charges 
of forgery. Kalbfieisch is not known to be 
in the bond business, but his name appears 
in one of the deeds. 


Formerly in Same Office. 

Until the beginning of the year, Mr. Hogue, 
McVeigh, and Isaac Holton, to whom some 
of the property was supposed to have been 
transferred, had desks in the same office in 
the Security building, where Mr. Hogue’s 
office nowis. They are listed in the directory 
as real estate dealers. 

A short time after the business separa- 
tion, McVeigh is said to have appeared at 
the state’s attorney's office to schedule prop- 
erty as security in the signing of bonds. Mr. 
Lewis, who has charge of the bail depart- 
ment, refused on two occasions to accept his 
signature, and it was then that he made his 
appearance in the courts, of Justices Prin- 
diville, Caverly, Bradwell, and Hamburgher, 
where he has been in the business of sign- 
ing bonds for six months. 

At the outset McVeigh claimed to be worth 
$80,000, and it. is said that recently he has 
laid claims to $200,000 of real estate, all of 
which is said to belong to Mr. Hogue. 


Instances of Real Estate Deeds. 

A specific instance is quoted tn the case of 
the people versus George Gondie, which took 
place before Justice Prindiville on Aug. 21 
last, and in which McVeigh is said to have 
been the bondsman, scheduling Hogue’s prop- 
erty as his own. 

On June 13, 1903, a deed was filed for record 
for the transfer of several vacant lots be- 
longing to Mr. Hogue in Lincoln Heights. 
The deed purported to be from James B. 
Hogut to James McVeigh, and the considera- 
tion was named as $20,000. Mr. Hogue states 
that this transfer never took place, and that 
the signing of his name to the instrument 
was a forgery. 

A deed filed on Dec. 19 was the one that 
led to the investigation. It was a transfer 
of property at 191-213 North Ridgeway ave- 
nue, improved with a row of two and three 
story flats. The transfer was stated as be- 
ing from Alvina Hogue to D, J. Kalbfleisch, 
and the price named on the deed was $20,000. 


FORMER NUN SUES CONVENT,

- Flat dwellers are to be given a disagree- | 
able New Year, because the janitors in 1,200 
buildings are to refuse to tend the fires, 
sweep out the halls, and answer the house 
telephone, and do little chores about the | 
apartments. 
“We are ready to see the temperature 
drop in the rooms that are warm now,” 
said Business Agent Feathers of the fani- 
tors’ union. “ It is possible that, unless heat 
is obtained, some of the water pipes may 
freeze. It sometimes is disagreeable to wash 
in cold water, and when it is zero weather 
there is no pleasure in having grocery wagon 
drivers refuse to make deliveries. This is 
only a forecast of what may ensue if the 
owners of the buildings don’t sign the union 
scale and working agreement.”’ 

The trouble is due to a refusal on the part 
of .the individual owners of flat buildings 
to accept the wage scale and agreement of 
the janitors. This recently was drawn up 
by representatives of the union and the real 
estate board. Business Agent Feathers 
wants it in force all over the city. ™ 

In order to enforce its demands the union 
has gathered a defense fund of $2,000. This 
is to Be used in court proceedings, for the 
leaders expect they will become common. 
A levy of $1 a week is to be requested of all 
members of the organization not directly in- 
volved in the strife, and this is expected to 

a regular income of $1,000 a. week. 

“The threat appears to me to be only an 
elaboration of the usual Christmas gift 
‘holdup,’ said one flat owner given an in- 
timation of the janitors’ avowed intention.

The plan of the owners came as a surprise 
to the strike leaders. They hurriedly issued 
orders that pickets should not “ wander.

nounced that they “have no intention of 
creating any trouble where funerals are in- 
progress.”’

Springfield, Ill., Dec. 28.—{Special.]—The | 
tax rate for 1903 will be something, over 50 
cents on $100. A meeting of the state tax 
commission will probably be held tomorrow 
to fix the rate: Ordinarily, the meeting of 
the commission is not held until several days 


after the state board of equalization ad- 


journs. The haste this year is in response to 
the appeals of the various county clerks, who 
are anxious to begin the work of extending 
the taxes on their books. 

The tax rate for 1903 will be more than 20 
per cent higher than the rate last year, when 
it was flat 40 cents on $100. Although the 
figuring has not yet béen done, it is reason- 
ably certain that a rate of more than 50cents 
on $100 will be necessary to meet the expenses” 
of the state for the next year. 


Cause Is Twofold. 

The cause for the decided increase in the 
rate is twofold. First, the general assem- 
bly last winter increased the appropriations 
61,000,000 over the appropriations of the pre- 
ceding general assembly. Second, the state 
received $1,000,000 last year from the fed- 
eral government, and this amount was ap- 

lied to the current expenses of the state, 

reasing the tax levy in this amount.

‘In January, 1895, Port Arthur was captured 
by the Japanese, and for a few months held 
by them, pending the payment of the war 
indemnity. Observing their solemn treaty 
pledges, the Japanese evacuated Port Ar- 
thur on the day agreed upon. There wasa 
nonalienation clause in the treaty of Shim- 
onoseki by which China promised never to 
cede the Liaotung peninsula to any other na- 
tion, and which the Russian minister of 
foreign affairs at that time keenly resented 
as an implication of ulterior designs on the 
part of Russia. All the world’may still re- 
member how the Russian fleet assembled 
there in 1898, jockeyed the British fleet out 
of ‘Port Arthur, and raised the Russian 
flag there in permanency, on the claim of a 
ninety-nine year lease. 

Since the Russians have come millions 
of dollars have been poured into this land 
locked basin of Port Arthur. For all these 
five years of occupation they have been 
busy building forts and barracks, mounting 
guns, and reconstructing and enlarging the 
shipyards. As at Dalny, every ship brings 
large cargoes and takes nothing away.

MORE FOR ROCKEFELLER. 

That instructive and piquant work, “ Tar- 
bell on Rockefeller”—more accurately 
known as “ Tarbell after Rockefeller ”— 
gets another installment in January 
McClure’s. It continues to bine the 
instructiveness of economic history and the 
piquancy of personal seandal. 

In 1878 Messrs. Benson, McKelvy, and 
‘Hopkins’ were permitted by the kindness of 
fate to enjoy the evanescent distinction of 
' crossing swords with Mr. Rockefeller and 
of exchanging six or seven thrusts with him 
before they were rendered hors de combat. 
It has not been given to many men to ex- 
* change as many as six or seven thrusts with 
the greatest commercial] gladiator of moid- 
ern times. Messrs. Benson, McKelvy, and 
Hopkins have had their fair share of glory. 

The Tidewater Pipe company was the 
weapon with. which Messrs. Benson, Mc- 
Kelvy, and Hopkins fought. Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s entente cordiale with the railways 
_ gave him a virtual control of transportation. 
Messrs. Benson, McKelyy, and Hopkins 
attempted to shake this control by building 
a pipe line which, to the gasping astonish- 
ment of the world, carried oil clear over the 
summite of the Alleghany mountaius in an 
aimost direct line toward the Atlantic sea- 
board. By rail at that time the cost of car- 
rying a barrel of oil to the seaboard was 35 
cents. By the new pipe line this cost of 35 
cents would be reduced to 17. It was time 
for Mr, Rockefeller to act. ‘Therefore he 

First, he bought out—at most generous 
and irrefusable terms—almost all of the in- 
dependent seaboard refineries to which | 
Messrs. Benson, McKelvy, and Hopkins 
expected to sell their independent product. 

Second, he induced certain stockholders in | 
_ the Tidewater Pipe company to make state- 
ments reflecting on the solvency of the com- 
pany. These statements were made to New 
York financiers, from whom the company 
was trying to negotiate a loan, and to Euro- 
pean financiers, to whom the company was 
trying to sel] bonds. $ 

Third, he induced the same facile stock- 
holders. to present a. petition to Judge 
Church of Meadville urging him to displace 
the officers of the Tidewater Pipe company 
and to appoint a receiver. Judge Church 
held that the petition was blackmai! and 
that his court could not\reasonably be ex- 
pected to clothe blackmail in legal forms, 
The Tidewater Pipe company was indu- 
bitably solvent. 

Fourth, Mr. Rockefeller packed an illegal- 
ly convened meeting of the Tidewater Pipe 
company and elected officers who were dis- 
placed only by an injunction from Judge 
Church. 

Fifth, he bought for himself the stock 
which ‘his partisans in the Tidewater Pipe 
company had been holding. 

This fifth move gave him the fulcrum for 
his lever. What he had failed to accom- 
plish by intrigue he succeeded in accom- 
plishing by a division of spoils. He gave 
Messrs. Benson, MceKelvy, and Hopkins 
11% per cent of the oil transportation busi- 
ness, reserving 8814 per cent for him- 
self and for his own system of sea- 
beard pipe lines known as the National 
Transit company. Messrs. Benson, Mc- 
Kelvy, and Hopkins, by denting the 
armor of the great gladiator, had earned 
the right to be enrolled by him in his trusty 
band. They would henceforth enjoy what 
the ancients called otium cum dig and what 
the moderns call oceans of dough. 

Mr. Rockefeller’s position was now even 
more secure than it had been before the 
seaboard pipe line. idea revolutionized oil 
transportation. ..The Rockefeller - United 
Pipe Lines company  earriéd oil’ from well 
to tank. The Rockefeller National Transit 
‘Sompany, with its ally, the Tidewater Pipe 
company, carried oil from tank to market. 
The carrying of oil, like the refining of oil, 
wasin Mr. Rockefeller’s hands.

CARRYING ARMS. 

‘The council committee to which was re- 
ferred Mayor Harrison’s ordinance requir- 
ing every owner of a gun.or revolver to take 
out a license has shelved it, having doubts 
‘as to its constitutionality. The federal con- 
stitution says: “A well regulated militia 
being necessary to the security of a free 
state, the right of the people to keep and 
bear arms Shall not be infringed.” What- 
ever a state may do in the premises it is 


men who constitute the organized or unor- 
ganized militia. 

It is said occasionally that the constitu- 
tional provision guarantees to every man 
the right to carry arms—openly at least. It 
is contended that a law forbidding a man to 
travel the streets with a rifle on his shoulder 
and a couple of revolvers stuck in his waist 
belt would be unconstitutional. That is an 
error. “‘ To bear arms” means to serve as 
a militiaman. That individual has a right 
to. march to the place of muster with his 
musket on his shoulder, to go through mili- 
tary exercises with his comrades, and march 
home again with all his military trappings 
conspicuously displayed. “To bear arms ” 
does not mean that Tom, Dick, or Harry 
has a right to walk the streets with con- 
cealed weapons, or weapons openly carried. 
That is not necessary for the existence of 
“a well regulated militia.” 

A state can pass laws forbidding the 
carrying of weapons openly or secretly if it 
be of the opinion that the public good will 
be promoted thereby. ere are only a few 
who carry arms openly and there is no need 
of legislating against them. As regards 
concealed weapons, no good citizen who 
wishes to carry a revolver to protect him- 
self with and can show that he ought to be 
allowed to do so will hesitate to apply for a 
permit and pay a reasonable fee for it. All 
who are caught carrying weapons without 
a permit shoujd be fined up to a heavy limit.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

HE future duchess of Norfolk is de- 
' scended from that fifth earl.of Niths- 
dale who, having been condemned to 
death by the house of lords in the eight- 
eenth century as one of the leaders of 
the Jacobite insurrection, was rescued in so 
romantic a fashion by his wife from the tower 
of London on the eve of the day appointed 
for his execution. It may be recalled that 
while she was visiting him in his prison to 
bid him a last farewell he changed clothes 
with her and made his way out of the tower 
unmolested in the guise of a woman. He 
reached Rome in safety and was there some 
weeks later joined by his wife, whose brave 
resourcefulness in behalf of her husband 
had excited such widespread admiration 
throughout the united kingdom that the gov- 
ernment did not dare to subject her to any 
punishment for her offense. . 

By the same sentence which had condemned 
Lord Nithsdale to lose his head, his earldom 
of Nithsdale and his barony were declared 
attainted—that is to say, annulled. He left at 
his death an only son, who in turn had an 
only daughter, Winifred. The latter mar- 
ried William Constable, who thereupon as- 
sumed her family name of Maxwell in con- 
junction with his own. It was the grandson 
of this William Constable-Maxwell who in 
1858 obtained a reversal of the attainder of 
the fifth Lord Nithsdale’s honors. The earl- 
dom could not be revived, as it was heritable 
only in the main line, and the fifth earl’s only 
son left no male issue. 

But with the barony of Herries it was dif- 
ferent. Created somewhere back in the four- 
teenth century it was heritable through the 
female line as well as through the male, and 
consequently the late William Constable- 
Maxwell, on the strength of being the grand- 
son of the Lady Winifred Maxwell, was rec- 
ognized by the crown as owner of the Herries 
barony. His son is the present Lord Herries, 
and having no son, but only two girls, 
it is the elder of the two, the Hon. Gwendolyn 
Constable-Maxwell, now engaged to be mar- 
ried to the duke of Norfolk, who will inherit 
the barony. Should she have children by her 
union with the duke of Norfolk her peerage 
would become merged in the many honors 
of his house. But were her marriage to re- 
main without issue, then the barony of Her- 
ries would pass at her death to her younger 
sister, the Hon. Angela Constable-Maxwell, 
who would in that event become a Scotch 
peeress in her own right. And if she in turn 
were to die without leaving any descendants, 
then the ancient barony of Herries would go 
to the present lord’s younger brothers. Of 
these one is a confirmed bachelor. ‘The other, 
a frequent visitor to this country, is the Hon. 
Joseph Constable-Maxwell-Scott and the 
owner of Abbotsford, celebrated as the home 
of Sir Walter Scott. Abbotsford, as well as 
the name of Scott added to his own, came to 
him through his wife, who is a great-grand- 
daughter of Sir Walter, her mother, indeed, 
Charlotte Lockhart, having been the favorite 
grandchild for whom the famous novelist 
wrote the “ Tales of a Grandfather.” 


By marrying the duke of Norfolk the Hon. 
Gwendolyn Constable-Maxwell will become 
premier peeress of the realm, a position which 
since the death, of the late duchess of Nor- 
folk has been held by the duchess of Somer- 
set. As such, and as wife of the early mar- 
shal of the realm, she is entitled to precede 
all other women in the empire save those of 
royalrank. It is not true that the duke will 
be obliged to obtain a dispensation from the 
church of Rome in order to marry her. For 
she is not, as asserted, a first cousin, or even 
a secomd one, but more remotely connected, 
being a great-grandchild through her mother 
of the thirteenth duke of Norfolk, who was 
grandfather of the present duke. 

Of course, the marriage of the duke of 
Norfolk cannot be entirely pleasing to his 
only brother, Lord Edmund Talbot, who has 
until now always been taught to look upon 
himself as the heir to the dukedom, to the 
many other dignities, and to the vast estates. 
True, the duke had a son by his first mar- 
riage, who died a few years ago. But the 
poor boy was blind, deaf, dumb, and imbecile 
from his birth, and as his affliction was be- 
yond cure there was no possibility of his 
marrying and having children if he attained 
manhood. The duke 1s quite likely to have 
a son by the unfon which he is about to con- 
tract, and it is this son who would then in- 
herit his honors and possessions. 

_ Lord Edmund, however, is not to be pitied 
much. For he is wealthy in his own right, 
having inherited the immense fortune! and 
unentailed estates of the seventeenth and last 
Roman Catholic earl of Shrewsbury. The 
latter dying unmarried, left a will bequeath- 
ing everything not strictly entailed to Lord 
Edmund Howard, at that time a mere child, 
only stipulating that he should adopt the 
name of Talbot: The terms of the will were 
contested by the eighteenth earl of Shrews- 
bury, @ remote kinsman of his predecessor.

Arundel castle, the ancestral home of the 
duke of Norfolk, and which is now once more 
to have a gracious young chatelaine, has 
often been described and visited by nearly 
every American who tourgin England. Most 
people know that it was occupied for years 
by Alfred the Great, that King William 
Rufus, son of the conqueror, staid there, that 
Empress Mathilde of Germany found shelter 
within its walls, and that its possession 
carries with it a seat in the house of lords 
and the earldom of Arundel. | 

But few people are aware that it was for 
many years the prison of the late Cardinal 
Howard. This prelate, who was one of the 
most magnificent figures of the church at 
Rome during the reign of Pius IX., and dur- 
ing the early part of the pontificate of Leo 
| XIII, and invested with many dignities, in- 
cluding that of arch priest of St. Peters, sud- 
denly became violently insane. He was a 
men of huge stature—he had in his youth 
been an Officer of the Horse Guards in Lon- 
don—and was possessed of great physical 
strength. Some means had to be devised for 
placing him under restraint, especially as his 
case was pronounced incurable. Moreover, 
it was imperative that he should be removed 
from Rome, where his: presence might have 
become most embarrassing, as there was no 

eocedent by which to go. Thereupon his 
kinsman, the duke of Norfolk, conveyed him 
to England, had one wing of Arundel castle 
fitted up for his detention, with barred win- 
dows and all other requisite precautions, and 
then established him there with a large staff 
of trusted keepers and physicians. He died 
there without ever having recovered his rea- 
son a number of years later. é

The duchess of Buccleuch has fre- 
quently been mentioned as the leader of an 
anti-American movement .of this kind, yet 
she was the social sponsor for years of Wi!1- 
fam Waldorf Astor and of the late Mrs. 
Astor. The duchéss of Roxburghe need fear 
no cabal, and will meet with no more hostility 
than any other American woman who has 
married an English peer.

SCHOOL BOARD WORRIED BY As- 
SESSMENT DECISION. 


Hesitates at Request of Mayor to Stop 
Efforts to Secure Rehearing of Tax 
Case hy the State Supreme Court— 
Action on Parental School Chicken 

_Coop Is Deferred — Trustee Kuflew- 
ski Again Insists on Having Build- 
ing Named After Copernicus. 


“ As the decision of the state Supreme court 
now stands the olty can sue the board of edu- 
cation for millions of dollars in back assess- 
ments, for which, up to the present time, 
the school board has not considered itself 
Hable. By the time they get through with 
this there won't be a dollar left with which 
to pay the teachers’ salaries.”’ ; 

This announcement was made last even 
ing by Edwin F. Rowland, chairman of the 
finance committee of the board education, 
at the meeting of the board, after a communi- 
} cation had been read from Mayor Harrison 
asking the school trustees to pay special as- 
sessments amounting to $21,412 and also to 
cease their efforts to secure a rehearing of 
the tax case by the state Supreme court, 


Refuse the Mayor’s Request. 


The board appropriated the sum required 

to pay the assessments. It declined, how- 
ever, to accede to the mayor's wishes to relin- 
quish its hope to secure a rehearing of the 
case until President Graham H. Harris and 
Charles A. Plamondon should have had op- 
portunity to confer at length with the execu- 
tive. 
* Chairman Rowland of the finance commit- 
tee declared that Attorney Maher of the 
‘'sthool board had received notice from the 
corporation counsel of the intention of the 
city to begin suits for back assessments on 
school property in section 16, whichis bound- 
ed by Madison and Twelfth streets and State 
and Halsted streets. He said that under the 
Supreme court decision the city had grounds 
and, in his belief, a rehearing of the case 
should be granted to give the court opportu- 
nity to give reasons for deciding adverse to 
the school board. He said that he was in 
favor of paying the special assessment in- 
volved if its payment would not affect the 
plea for a rehearing.

Architect Mundie was reélected at a salary 
of $8,000 a year, and the entire force of the 
architect’s department was returned to of- 
fice.

EARLY BREAK. 


Armour Supposed to Be a Buyer at the 
Low Price, but a Seller on a Cent Re- 
action, Taking Profits and Reliev- 

Needs of Shorts—Eastern Situa- 
tien Causes Some Uneasiness—Corn 
Strong Speculatively, Though Cash 
Prices Are Lower. 


Except for,a little temporary weakness 
early in the session, When some local sell-

INTERESTING TRADE 


GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE. | 


One of the important London grain import- 
ing houses, F. Lenders, whieh can see little 
justification from the standpoint of European 
demand and the world’s crops for the high 
prices of wheat in this country, makes some 
interesting comments on the influence of 
American markets abroad and on the fact 
that while American wheats are hard to buy 
American flours are in liberal supply, a con- 
dition which gives added proof of the cor- 
rectness of the claim grain exporters have 
been making that the miller is getting all 
the advantage in railroad rates this year. 
The Lenders review of Dec. 10 says: “ The 
present position of affairs in America is to 
the ordinary observer puzzling in the ex- 
treme. We have daily advices of firm and 
advancing markets owing to the strong 
domestic situation, the scarcity of good mill- 
ing wheats, and the competition by millers 
to secure the necessary grain. On the other 
hand, we find that the. flour production this 
year in the States will probably create a 
fresh record for size, and shipments to Eu- 
rope—especially to this country—are on a 
large scale, so that, whatever may be said to 
be the case with the raw material, there is 
certainly no scarcity of the manufactured 
article. The puzzle is this—good American 
wheats cannot be bought within measureable 
distance of the value compared with other 
wheats, but American flour cah be sent to 
this country in enormous quantities to com- 
pete with flour manufactured by the home 
millers from the cheapest available wheats 
in the world. The solution of this puzzle we 
leave to wiser heads than ours.”’ 

A. well posted railroad man writing Updike 
from Concordia, Kas., on the question of 
wheat reserves, says: ‘‘In this neighbor- 
hood wheat went into winter quarters in 
good condition, ground nice and moist. Wheat 
movement around here is light; not much 
left in farmers’ hands, but our crop was 
light, and this section is well supplied with 
elevators and railroads, so the car situation 
has not been as serious as in the western part 
of the state. An elevator man operating on 
the Union Pacific tells me that company 
has 600 cars in transit, many of them having 
been om the road thirty to sixty days. Car 
shortage and lack of motive power both have 
interferéd with the movement. The roads 
are getting matters cleared up, but the com- 
plaints from the west indicate all elevators 
are full of wheat,’a large amount still in 
farmers’ hands, and cars still quite scarce. 
Corn is of good quality In this part of the 
state; and farmers are beginning to sell 
freely.”’ 

An effect of the report of the Slaughter com- 
mittee on inspection irregularities in public 
houses may be the appointment of a perma- 
nent committee to watch this matter after the 
first of the year. This wes talked of yester- 


day on the floor, and the impression wae quite 
general that the result would be beneficial 
to trade. Parties who were recently instru- 
mental in bringing this matter to the atten- 
tion of the directors felt that the tone of the 
report submitted by the Slaughter commit- 
tee upheld in a general way the claims made 
that in inspection was too lax and out in- 
spection too rigid. While it may be some time 
before an effect of any kind is felt, it is gen- 
erally considered that some headway at least 
has been made in the direction of checking 
abuses which the committee found to exist. 


The Chandlef ticket as to directors and 
standing committees was not completed yes- 
Yerday, but expectations are that the lists 
will be made up today. Regarding an inter- 
view in which Mr. Warren was quoted as 
making an uncompiimentary reference to the 
character of the politics om ’change, the 
former president of the board said: “‘ Through 
what was evidently a misunderstanding on 
the part of the reporter, I was misquoted. 
More than that, I was not talking for publica- 
tion and the interview was entirely un- 
authorized.”’ . 

Local wheat speculators are paying more 
attention to the possibility of war between 
Russia and Japan. Rumors were current on 
the floor that there had been buying of flour 
and of provisions in this market either by the 
Japanese government or by Japanese mer- 
chants. The rumors were vague, but, coupled 
with the report from Montreal that there 
had been buying of flour there for Japan, they 
suggested that Japan was not able to pur- 
chase supplies in sufficient volume on the 
Pacific coast and might become ea liberal 
buyer at Atlantic ports. 

A Baltimore exporter wired that, he was 
getting requests from recent European buy- 
ers of corn to delay shipments, an indication 
that there was no keen anxiety on the other 
side for corn at present, although ocean 
freights are about as low now as they havé 
been or could be expected to be. There have 
been charters this week from Baltimore to 
Hamburg at. 2%c, which includes the cost 
of unloading on barges.. 

Arrivais of wheat at Winnipeg continue 
lighter than for the corresponding days last 
year, confirming the reduced eatimates of the 
Manitoba crop. There were 153 cars yes- 
terday, against 228 in 1902, and 308 the day 
before, against 411. 

There was less evidence at Minneapolis yes- 
terday of any effort.on the part of the millers 
to depress wheat prices. There was nochange 
in the December, but cash wheat gained %c, 
and the May followed the local advance,

MONEY RATES ARE LOWER 


COMMERCIAL BANKS MAKE LOANS 
§1-2PERCENT. 


Some Borrowers Have Been Accommo- 
dated 1-2 Lower—Rock Island Com- 


pany Decides to Sell No New Bonds 


Another Year — Advances of 
Nearly $50,000,000 Will Continue to 
Be Carried on the Books—General 
Financial News. | 


There is a decidedly easier money tendency 
with some of the banks in Chicago. It is not 
difficult to borrow, either on call or time, at 
5% per cent. This apples to commercial in- 
stitutions as well as some of the trust com- 
panies. Loans were also reported this week 
on three months’ time at 5 percent. These 
are collateral loans. 

In general 5% per cent is as low as the 
banks making concessions like tolend. Some 
of the national institutions say they are 
still putting out funds at nothing less than 6 
per cent, but it is a fact that others are lend- 
ing at the lower rate, and some have made 
loans % per cent below that. 


Rock Island Not to Sell Bonds. 


There is good reason to believe that the 
Rock Island people have decided not to vote 
to issue bonds to the extent of $250,000,000 
‘at the special meeting Jan. 7. Once before 
the proposed action of authorizing such an 
amount was postponed to the date men- 
tioned. Now it ts believed no bonds will be 
issued for an indefinite period. The Dow- 
Jones News bureau yesterday issued the 
following statement as being official: 

**Rock Island will sell no new bonds of 
any kind within a period of many months 
and probably of more than a year. The 
company made advances of nearly $50,000,- 
000 and has free assets unpledged of prac- 
tically that amount, but it has been decided 
to carry these advances on books in this 
form for at least the period named. The 
company is.strong enough to do this with; 
out great inconvenience. The proposed bond 
{fssue has been indefinitely postponed and is 
not likely to be put into effect until some of 
the bonds to be refunded become due.”’ 


Stock Exchange and Bank Stocks. 

Members of the governing committee of 
the Chicago Stock exchange held a special 
meeting yesterday and adopted the follow- 


‘* Resolved, That the governing commit- 
tee deems it to the best interests of the ex- 
change that any trading in bank stocks or 
any stocks on either the regular or unlisted 
list be made upon the floor of the exchange 
and in no other place.” 

The resolution was due to a trade in 100 
shares of bank stock being made the pre- 
vious day without being recorded on the ex- 
change. The sale, however, was for private 
account and did not come under the rules, no 
commission being charged. 

There is now a movement to remove from 
the exchange all bank stocks. 


Englewood Bank’s Good Year. 

The directors of the First National Bank 
of Englewood last evening declared a regu- 
lar semi-annual dividend of 3 per cent and 
an tra dividend of 2 per cent, making a 
total distribution of 10 per cent for the year. 
The bank's earnings for the year are be- 
tween 35 and 40 per cent on its capital stock, 
most of this large profit being added to the 
surplus. 

Will Stop Refunding. 

Secretary Shaw has decided to discontinue 
on Dec. 81 the pending refunding operations. 
Announcement to this effect has been made in 
‘the following circular: 

“ The secretary of the treasury gives public 
notice that the refunding of United States 3 
per cent bonds, loan of 1008-1018, and 4 per 
cent bonds, funded loan of 1907, now pro- 
ceeding under the circular of Sept. 23, will 
be discontinued after Dec. 31, 1908. Bonds 
that are intended for refunding must be for- 
warded so as to be received at the treasury 
department not later than Dec. 31.” : 

‘To date there has been refunded $4,126,100 
8 per cents and $10,498,300 4 per cents, making 
a total of $14,624,400, 

The redemption of 5 per cent bonds of 1004 
under the redemption circular of Sept. 23 will 
‘continue. 


Victory for Pneumatic Tool. 

The United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
at Philadelphia has rendered a decision 
against the Philadelphia Pneumatic Tool 
company, which has been manufacturing 
the ** Kellar’’ hammer. This hammer is de- 
cided to be an infringement of the Boyer 
patent controlled by the Chicago Pneumatic 
Tool company. The decision gives the Chi- 
cago company a monopuly of the pneumatic 
hammer business. 

General Financial News. 

The International Pump company deliv- 
ered in the last month orders aggregating 
$1,000,000. According to interests identified 
with the company, the concern now has on 
its books contracts sufficient to keep it busy 
the greater part of the coming year. 

The subtreasury since last Friday has lost 
$2,880,000 to the New York banks. 

It is understood that the earnings of Mis- 
sourl Pacific up to the middle of the current 
month, which figures served as a basis for 
the dividend action, show an increase in 
gross over the corresponding period last 
year of more than $5,000,000.

. Pere Marquette’s Gain. 

A director of the Pére Marquette is quoted 
as saying: 

“We negotiated for some time to gain an 
entrance into Chicago, and the alliance with 
the Lake Shore is an ideal one. The position 
of the Pére Marquette road with relation to 
Chicago was the same as if the Pennsylvania 
railroad stepped its trains at Eligabeth, N. J.

‘Will Answer Schwab from Stand. 

The following authorized statement was 
given out at the office of Lewis Nixon: 

“ There are so many of Mr. Schwab’s state- 
ments that run counter to my recollection 
that they had best be cleared up on the wit- 
ness stand. However, that I ever gave him 
er showed to him a so-called prospectus of 
June 14, or that I in any way misied@ him, is 
not only ridiculous but maliciously false. 

“TI was anxious to keep the company go- 
ing. Having sold none of my bonds or other 
securities, all my interests were tied up in 
ite success, and it would have been a success 
had any of the aid which a constituent com- 
pany is expected to give been forthcoming 
from Bethlehem.”’ 

It was shown that there are fifteen copies 
of the correspondence that passed between 
the promoters of the underwriting plans and 
Referee Oliphant passed the contempt pro- 
ceedings growing out of the publication of 
‘the letters and telegrams.

The over- 
statement was brought about largely by the 
inclusion in “live assets, he said, of bad ac- 
counts, one item of over $50,000, due from an 
ordnance company, being included at its 
face value, although the company had gone 
into the hands of a receiver during the gre- 
ceeding year. : 

Taking up then the alleged withholding of 
Bethlehem dividends, which, so itis charged, 
was instrumental in wrecking the shipbulld- 
ing company, which owned the Bethlehem 
stock, Mr. Untermyer obtained from Mr. 
Rose the statement that the Bethlehem 
company, which, on April 1, 1902, had debts 
amounting to $712,000, had by Sept. 1, 1903, 
emerged entirely from debt, having paid off 
$325,000 since April 1, 1903, and $750,000 dur- 
ing the month of August. In addition to ap- 
plying this sum to debt reduction, Mr. Rose 
stated, the Bethlehem company had since 
July 21, 1903, invested $313,625 in the Uruguay 
Iron company. 


Gives Bethlehém Earnings. 

In regard to net earnings, Mr. Rose’s fig- 
ures showed that the earnings, $330,176 in 
1901, had increased to $1,261,891 in 1902 and 
$1,662,530 in 1903, dividends of $525,000 being 
eg in 1901, none in 1902, and $250,000 in 


These last dividends, Mr. Rose said, went 
to the shipbuilding company to be applied 
on the $10,000,000 issue of bonds held by C. 
™M. Schwab.

It was shown that Mr. Schwab's balance 
was rapidly increased immediately prior to 
Aug. 12, 1902, to an amount sufficient to cover 
the check, but Mr. Root could 
not say whether this was deposits from 
Morgan & Co. 


Loan to Schwab’s Secretary. 

Inquiry about other loans, however 
brought out the fact that on Aug. 5, 1902, 
the trust company loaned to Oliver Wren, 
Mr. Schwab’s secretary, $2,000,000, taking as 
security United States Steel corporation 
preferred stock, the loan being repaid Dec. 
6, 1002. Mr. Root did not know that Mr.
